There is an egress problem if we were 
to put in a parking lot. There is an ordinance for no parking along CR 538 from Railroad Avenue east on 
both sides of the road. People are also parking on the grass near the Elephant Swamp park sign. There 
is plenty of parking at the Recreation Park. Mr. Bitgood mentioned putting up a flashing yellow light, to 
warn drivers there is pedestrian crossing ahead. There is a concern that a flashing light will give people a 
false sense of security that is safe to cross. Mr. Bitgood will look at the area and let committee know of 
the options that may be available. Mrs. Nicholson will look to see if the trail grant can be used for this 
issue. In the meantime “No Parking” signs will be installed.
